BRITAIN’S TRAWLERMEN face a new 
fisheries dispute — this time with the Faroe 
Islands, a Dependency of Denmark which is one 
of our partners in the Common Market. Middle 
water trawler skippers have reported being 
asked to stop fishing and move elsewhere by 
Faroese fishery protection vessels while work- 
ing on the Banks grounds. Ratified fisheries 
agreements allow them to fish there. 


The trouble flared-up after 
April 1 when certain fishing 
zones should have been 
reopened to the British fleet, 
on tha rotation basis, but 
trawlers found Faroese 
fishermen were putting down 
so many fixed and tangle nets 
that towing was impossible. 

Sometimes a trnwler would 
find on apparently quiet spot 
nnd shont hor gear, only to 
find note wore fixed over her 
towing ground. 

There have also been ac- 
cusations made ogainst 
British trawlers by Faroese 
fishermen who claim the 
Britiah ore deliberately tow- 
ing through their nets. 

Most arguments are being 
settled by Faroese protection 
vessels asking the British 
vessel concerned to leave the 
areA. So far there have been 
ho threats from the Faroese 
patrols and skippers are be- 
ing told to move on courteous- 
ly. . 


Most middle water owners 
at Grimsby have been 
affected to some degree and 
they have relayed skipper's 
reports of these incidents to 
the Ministry of Agriculture, 
Fisheries and Food for action 
through diplomatic channels. 

A spokesman fur nne com- 
pany told Fishing News Inst 
week: "Yes it is correct; fnlRe 
accusations are being made 
against British ships by the 
Faroese. Robert Allan, chief 
executive of the Scottish 
Trawler’s Federation, has 
written to the Department of 
Fisheries fur Scotland about 
incidonts involving Aberdeen 
vessels off Faroe.

Problems even MILFORD LOSES 


more serious 


THE PROBLEMS which 
caused Britain's 
fishermen to blockade 
ports just over a year ago 
are more serious than 
ever, said Skipper John 
Thomson in Aberdeen last 
Friday. 

Skipper Thomson was 
speaking at a reception to 
launch the new book. 
Blockade 75, which tells the 
story of the fishermen’s 
blockade and its origins. 

Among those attending the 
reception, which preceded a 
reunion of the blockade 
fishermen's action committee 
and port commanders, was 
Scottish Under-Secretary 
Hugh Brown, a key Govern- 
ment figure in persuading the 
fishermen to call off their ac- 
tion. 

Skipper Thomson, who was 
on the action committee, told 
guests that he made no 
npulngy in saying that the 
Government had completely 
failed in policy and duty for 
the* fishing industry. 

Ho said lie firmly believed 


they had blockaded with 
rcspcnisibility and honour, 
but sadly in return they did 
mil got such honour by action 
from their Government on 
what was necessary lo lie 
tlnnc for their future. 

Skipper Thomson con- 
tinued: “Our fishermen can 
compete with any in the world, 
and tlicv probably work 
harder than any other section 
ol industry in the country. 

"All we seek is the same 
basis as others who produce 
f"»d within the UK or the 
sonic terms as fishermen of 
other fishing nations." 

In conclusion Skipper 


—after the 
blockade 

Thomson said: "What I seek 
for the future is that we and 
our Bons have the right to be 
fishermen and to be recognis- 
ed for what we are worth, ser- 
ving our communities and 
country in the way we best 
know how." 

At the reception the author, 
Gavin Cargill, presented a 
painting of the blockade 
scene at Aberdeen to Skipper 
Willie Hay, of Portsoy, the 
action committee chairman, 
in recognition and apprecia- 
tion of his help in preparing 
the hook. The painting is the 
work of Boh Sheddon uf 
Kirkcaldy.

Trawlers turn 
on gunboat 

BOSTON EXPLORER of 
Fleetwood and Port Vale of 
Grimsby were involved in an 
alleged rainmitifC attack 
against the Icelandic gunboat 
Ageir <m Tuesday. The inci- 
dent took place -south of ihe 
north-west coast, after the 
vessels left the main body ul 
trawlers. They turned on the 
gunboat which took evasive 
action with ease. 


MILFORD Haven's 
fishing industry has 
been dealt yet another 
blow in its fight for 
survival. Hubert Jones 
of Swansea has laid-up 
two of the vessels he 
owns which work from 
the port, while a third 
is to go to the 
scrapyard. 

A fourth vessel owned by 
Mr. JonBs, Jadestar Glory 
has been having a refit for 
some months, hut her future 
must now he subject to doubt. 

This turn in events has 
brought moves from the 
port's fish merchants to help 
the port during the crisis, 
which threatens its existence.' 

'Plie Milford Haven Fish 
Merchants’ Association held 
an emergency meeting to dis- 
cuss the situation anil 
afterwards the association's 
secretary, Albert Davies, said: 
“The fish merchants have ex- 
pressed a willingness to help 
in the best way they can. 

"They have made an offer 
and this will be put to the 
trawler owners' association us 
soon us possible. The fish 
merchants will await their 
response." 

1 1 was more than a year ago 
(lint the port faced a similar 
crisis, which resulted in a 
Government grunt of fUa.fKM) 
mid also a voluntary 
merchants' scheme to pay un 
extra £l a kit on each bought 
as n form of subsidy. 

The vessels to be laid up 
are Bnnda Wilson — which 
was the port's lop-earning 


trawler lastyear — and 
Georgina Wilson. The vessel 
Ln be sent to the scrapyard is 
the converted drifter-trawler' 
Sally McCabe. 

The firBt two vessels were 
formerly owned by a 
Fleetwood company, while 
Sally McCabe was originally 
the * steam -powered drifter- 
trawler Ocean Vim built for 
Yarmouth in 1930. 

The fact that- the port's top- 
earning trawler is to be lied 
up is indicative of the 
problems facing the port's in- 
dustry. 

It means that the port is 
left with an operating fleet of 
just seven vessels, six of 


which are owned by one firm, 
Norrard Trawlers. - 

Tho end of the subsidy for 
trawlers, the increase in fuel 
and general running costs and 
an owners' claim that foreign 
vessels have decimated the 
grounds are reasons for the 
latesL move. 

There will obviously be a 
bigger strain put on the 
owners now that there is a 
smaller fleet to pay the port 
charges. Such n cut in the 
operating fleet lends weight to 
the owners' recent call to hove 
a ban on beam trawling, 
which they claim has caused 
a relative fish famine in the 
Bristol Channel and Irish Sea 
arena.

SINCE reports on perfor- 
mances of Kavel and 
Venor pots were publish- 
ed In a Log on February 
20, I have received

The Kavel pot was design- 
ed as a modern version of the

French wooden barrel pot. It 
is made entirely of plastic 
materials and is six sided 
with a top entrance. 

It is 27in. long, 23m. wide, 
18in. high and weighs 91b. 
before ballast is added. The 
funnel-shaped entrance ib 
made of smooth polythene 
and is 10in. wide at the top. 

The pot is made by A. and 
L. Guillouard, 16 Boulevards 
des Martyrs, Nantais de la 
Resistance, 44 Nantes, 
France. 

The Venor is also an all- 
plastic pot — made in 
Norway. It » constructed in 
two halves which fit together 
to form a sort of inkwell pot. 

When they are joined, by a 
twisting movement which 
engages lugs, the pot stands 
16m. high and has a diameter 
in the middle of 23in. 
Diameter of top and bottom 
ends is 14£in. 

The entrance through the 
top is a smooth plastic funnel 
5Jin. deep, 7$in. across the 
outer, 3iin. across the inner, 
end.

“IN WHAT way do 
Spanish mackerel differ 
from mackerel usually 
caught off the south coast 
of England? Are they ever 
caught there and, If so, 
how?” 

• Spanish mackerel 
( 8comberomorous ) differ 
from the common mackerel 
(Scomber scombrous) in hav- 
ing swim bladders, larger eyes 
and larger scales below their 
pectoral fins. 

Although their principal 
habitat is the Bay of Biscay, 
they swim far out into the 
Atlantic and sometimes visit 
the coasts of Devon and 
Cornwall. 

They may be caught there 
by the same methods used to 


catch common mackerel — 
on lines and in gill nets — but 
not in commercial quantities. 

A species of Spanish 
mackerel is caught commer- 
cially in deep water off the 
coast of Florida. There they 
use *2j|in. mesh gill nets 400 
yards long by 60 feet deep. 

The nets are unusual in 
that they have skirts made 
from dark green twisted 
nvlon twine along both float 
and lead-lines to divert the 
fish into the colourless, 
monofilament nylon netting 
between them.

The Great Gale of 
November 1893 


by John Campbell, skipper of the Lossiemouth sailboat 'Glide' 


NOVEMBER 1893. In 
what homes along the 
shores of the Moray 
Firth does not the 
memory of that month, 
and that year, recall 
days of anxiety, sorrow 
and mourning? 

One shudders to recall that 
terrible weekend when, on 
passage from Great Yar- 
mouth, Comely of Buckie 
(Skipper, James Murray), 
Glide of Cullen (Skipper, 
Adam Addison), Toiler of 
Lossiemouth (Skipper, John 
Carmack) and Venor of 
Hopeman (Skipper, Alex. 


Main) were lost with all 
hands. Each of the boats 
carried eight of a crew. 

At noonday on Friday, 
November 17, 1893, the 
sailboat Glide of Lossiemouth 
(Skipper John Campbell) left 
Lowestoft for home. 

To make up our minds to 
leave for home had, aB usual, 
just been the work of a few 
moments. 

How often it is that, after 
having definitely resolved to 
remain another week or so at 
Yarmouth or Lowestoft, some 
little incident arises that 
alters what was thought to be 
the considered and un- 


alterable decision of the 
whole crew. 

If the agony, the suffering, 
the test of endurance, and the 
horror of all that followed had 
even been suspected, the deci- 
sion already come to, as to 
staying another week or more, 
would have stood. 

Thus it was that in com- 
pany with Shannon of 
Lossiemouth, Morning Star 
and Venor of Hopeman, Glide 
of Cullen ana Reids of 
Buckie, Glide of Lossiemouth 
set out with all hands in high 
glee for home.

absence the time has come 
when steps must be turned 
homewards. All the evils of 
the season that is oast; all the 
stormy nights with their long, 
dreary, dark hours of 
watching and waiting for the 
dawn are forgotten at the

The smiling welcome of 
wives and children arise 
before one’s eyes to the exclu- 
sion of everything else from 
one’s thoughts.

In conversation with 
Skipper Main of Venor before 
leaving Lowestoft, I had 
resolved that, in view of the 
weather conditions obtaining, 
we would proceed as far as 
Winterton and there anchor 
until Saturday morning, 
when it would be decided 
whether we were to continue 
on their voyage or not. 

When we left Lowestoft, 
the wind was S.S.W., not very 
strong, but the glass was ex- 
ceedingly low.

Winterton was reached 
about 4 to 5 pm, when the 
same weather conditions were 
obtaining. Thus, against our 
own better judgement, wt 
were encouraged to proceed 
homeward in company with 
the others, the wind was now 
a little more northerly, and 
the course for home set, as the 
wind had veered round to a 
northly "airt.” 

Towards evening, a strong 
frost came down and the wina 
backed to the West or 
W.N.W. The sail which had 
previously been reduced to 
“three rings" was now in- 
creased until the vessels were 
spanking along at a rattling 
good speed at 10 pm on Fri- 
day, each carrying the 
foresail, the mizzen and the 
jib. 

Thus was the journey con- 
tinued until about daylight or 
7 o’clock on Saturday mor- 
ning. At 4 o’clock in the mor- 
ning the light of the Inner 
Dowsing had been sighted 
bearing about West. 

In this vicinity Toiler of 
Lossiemouth was last seen, 
riding out the breeze. As 
Toiler must have left 
Lowestoft same hours later 
than ub, they would have 
reached the neighbourhood of 
Dowsing when the storm 
broke. 

At 7 o’clock Glide was 
somewhere between Flara- 
borough and Spurn, with the 
Humber astern. Towards the 
hours of 7 or 8 o'clock that 
morning the Glide lay 
becalmed.

I seen anything like it. 

Sea, wind and blinding 
snow enveloped u 8 in 
darkness indescribable.

Before I had gone to the 
cabin I had seen the housesof u 
Bridlington dead ahead, ud r 
had concluded that we were 
then about 8 or 10 miles off 
the land. 

After the first shock, and 
when in a measure we had 
become Bomewhat ac- 
customed to the darkness, the 
snow, the wind and the sea; 
with great difficulty we gave 
our vessel two rings of the 
foresail. 

Snuggling up everything we 
proceeded towards land. 
Before raising the sail I 
recognised that it would re- 
quire better canvas than we 
had — and our sail was quite 
new — to stand the teat that 1 
knew lay before us. 

To give our sail every 
chance, I resolved to roll up 
on the yard all the spare 
peak. This I did to save the 
sail all the shake that 1 knew 
quite well the sail would have 
to undergo, and which it 
would never stand. 

I confess it was an inspira- 
tion of the moment, the in- 
evitable, unaccountable 
prompting that often comes to 
man in the hour of danger. 

I had never seen or heard of 
it being done, although I bad 
heard of the cutting off of the 
first two or three rings. 

In point of fact, I nad my 
knife in my hand to cut, when 
instead of cutting I 
prompted to roll.

INSHORE 


AGAINST all odds the white fish fleet has got 
inshore fishing off to a good start in Scotland 
this year. During the first nine weeks of 1976 
the total landings of fish at Scottish ports 
amounted to 79,706 tonnes valued at 
£12,219,421, as against 85,954 tonnes worth 
£10,407,941 during the same period in 1975. 

Landings of sprats have 
also been well up on last year, 


This represents a 7.8 per 
cent drop in weight but a 17.4 
per cent increase in value. 

From ft breakdown of the 
figures, it is seen that both the 
weight and value of white fish 
nnd shellfish have gone up, 
bu( herring landings are 
about 50 per cent down in 
weight anti 30 per cent less in 
value. 

With the inshore fleet con- 
tributing the bulk of landings 
in Scotland, it is evident that 
these vessels — other than the 
herring fronts — have made a 
very good start to 1976. 

Heine net vessels have done 
particularly well, landing 
white fish worth £3,82 1,582 as 
against 1 2, 667, 366 in 1975. 

Gross earnings of some of 
the big seiners have been very 
healthy indeed, with some ox- 
rmling eftt 1.000 by the end of 
March. 

There is even indication 


although this may be partly 
due to an increase in fishing 
effort as some herring boats 
■switched to sprat fishing ear- 
ly in the year. 

Shellfish landings have 
also shown a good increase 
with the weight and value of 
scallops, and the value of 
nephmps, being notable. 

Apart from the herring 
boats, tiie inshore fleet seems 
to be in a happier position 
than this time last year. 
Despite the increase in 
operating costs, only about 50 
vessels are currently out of 
service for economic reasons. 
Dues this mean that there is 
room Ibr optimism about the 
lii lure of the Scottish inshore 
fleet, and that many of its 
troubles are over?

Mr. Craig sees conserva-

I fully ap- 
preciate that the Danish in- 
dustry has been built up in 
the last few years with i 
strong emphasis on industrial 
fishing, and that they would 
have to go through a major 
reconstruction to adjust ihe 
balance in favour of human 
consumption fishing. I am 
sure that, within the EEC, 
compensation could be 
offered to finance the 
restructuring of their fleet.

FN You say that the iglV* 
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ONE OF tha men who sur- 
faced from the blockade as 
a natural leader was 
Skipper Willie Hay (right), 
chairman of the Scottish 
Inshore White Fish 
Producers' Organisation. At 
sea he was respected as a 
seine net skipper, whilo 
ashore he is a trusted 
political spokesman on 
behalf of fishermen. With a 
year now passed sine the 
blockade. Fishing News 
spoke to Willie Hay to find 
out his views, hopes and 
fears on the future of in- 
shore fishing, and asked 
him whether there could be 
a repast of last year's ac- 
tion, 

that the Government, realis- 
ing this problem, will ensure 
that other sources of employ- 
ment will be made available 
in areas such as Humberside. 
As far as our relationships 
with the deeusea industry are 
concerned, 1 am personally 
ii I ways somewhat suspicious. 
In recent times the British 
Trawlers’ Federation has 
been making overtures to the 
inshore industry for a much 
closer involvement in 
negotiations, etc. It is a 
classic parent and child situa- 
tion. A few yearn ago, the 
deepsea trawling fleet was a 
parent and the inshore was a 
child — looking back, many 
trawler owners then didn’t 
seem to have the interest and 
respect which they seem to 
have now! The position now, 
«l course, is reversed. Having 
said that, the political power 
"I the deepsea industry still 



tends to outweigh our own. 
But, in the light of recent 
events, this is also changing 
and the inshore industry is 
now maintaining its rightful 
prominence. 

FN You are a member of the 
Buckie Fishermen’s Mutual 
Association — do you believe 
that the future of the industry 
will eventually be governed 
by such bodies ? 

WH Our FMA has only been 
in existence for three years 
but, in this short period of 
time, has proved to be very 
successful. Remember, we in 
Buckie were forced into the 
situation when we hinted that 
we might form an FMA. Our 
fish selling offices kicked us 
out the door and tried their 
hardest to restrict our ac- 
tivities. With the gift of hind- 
sight it was the best thing 
they could have done, 
because it gave our men a 
resolve which has resulted in 
the success we have today. 
There probably will be a 
growth in the FMA type of 
organisation with the 
Producers' Organisations tak- 
ing a more active role on the 


fish selling side. However, I 
feel that the individual iden- 
tity of ports such as Buckie 
will have to be retained. Con- 
trolling their own profitabili- 
ty ana efficiency. It would 
certainly be wrong for all the 
Fishermen’s Mutual 
Associations simply to be ab- 
sorbed into one huge 
marketing organisation. 
There is certainty no doubt in 
my mind that in the future 
the fishermen will have a 
much greater say in their own 
affairs — we have grown up 
— we have learned an awful 
lot in the last few years. I 
remember a private conversa- 
tion I had with an owner of a 
fish selling company recently 
who admitted that he had 
made a fortune for years off 
the backs of fishermen, and it 
comes as no surprise to him 
that realising their own 
potential they would even- 
tually manage their own affairs. 
However, I should stress that 
it is not our intention to com- 
pletely disregard and desert 
the many small businesses 
who have supported our in- 
dustry throughout the yearn, 
but we are certainly very con- 
cerned about the growth of 
the larger fish selling com- 
panies — they seem to be a 
monopoly -type situation. Our 
negotiations with them are 
hampered by pressures which 
can only emanate from their 
own head offices and 
therefore, the whole exercise 
becomes more impersonol 
than it was when the in- 
dividuals we were dealing 
with made their own decision 
effecting their own 
businesses. We have seen the 
success of the inshore in- 


dustry and how it has been 
based on free enterprise, and 
small family groups investing 
in our industry and providing 
crew members with an incen- 
tive by operating the 50-60 
share systems. This must 
continue if the industry is to 
have a future at all. 

FN Do you think a blockade 
could happen again ? 

WH 1 sincerely hope not — 
last year’s action occurred as 
a build-up of many problems 
and fears nf the fishermen — 
in some ways I feel that the 
blockade served to cool the 
situation and it cortainly gave 
us the publicity we wanted — 
good publicity as a result of 
the fishermen's moderate and 
orderly action. However, 1 
cannot say that such action 
wuuldn’t happen again. It 
may come that we would bo 
forced to ignore quo La 
regulations. 

FN What could cause another 
blockade? 

WH Obviously 1 can only 
speak for myself but 1 
guarantee that some action — 
maybe not a blockade — 
wmild take place if the 
Government extended their 
duck labour scheme to the 
smaller ports. This is a point 
we feel very strongly about. It 
is now five years since wo 
diverted our fleet in the 
North Soa from Aberdeen In 
Peterhead to get clear of forc- 
ed dock labour. Generally 
speaking, the fishermen have 
remained united — this iaone 
freedom we wouldn’t give up 


lightly. In fact, my friend 
Willie Buchan, skipper of the 
Fruitful Bough, who is 
generally recugmsed to be one 
nf the most moderate of 
fishermen, told Hugh Brown, 
Under Secretary of State for 
Scotland, recently that he 
would personally lead a 
blockade at Peterhead if the 
scheme was forced on us — 
remember at Grimsby, the 
main grievance initially 
originated from the dock 
labour system. 

FN Some Scottish 
Nationalists have suggested 
that fishermen blockade con- 
tinental ports if the limits 
problem is not resolved In our 
adiHintage. Do you agree? 

WH I doubt that this particu- 
lar suggestion was made with 
any serious intent. But it does 
illustrate the fear of somo, 
that wo might bo ‘sold down 
tho river' and that our in- 
terests might he bartered 
a wav for concessions in other 


FN This takes us on tv the 
question of the political par- 
ties involvement in the in- 
dustry and the present 
Lit me rumen t nfli/uae?' 

WH Firstly, we must en- 
courage all purLies to take u 
more active interest in our in- 
dustry. I have many 
fishermen friends who 
a l tlin ugh they are strong 
conservatives, socialists, 
nationalists, or liberals have 
generally the same views un 
the action required to solve 


the problems of our industry. 
We in the north east are 
grateful for the interest and 
help the Scottish Nationalists 
have shown in our industry 
but we won’t be used as a 
political tool. One of our main 
sources of pressure is the all- 
party fisheries committee — 
if we can persuade them to 
push our case in Parliament, 
we are more likely to achieve 
something. But we realise 
that only a few MPs have 
fishing communities in their 
constituencies and when it 
comes, for example, to a 
difference between farming 
and fishing, we are fighting an 
uphill battle. Secondly, the 
present Government’s stance 
— well I must say it's more 
than disappointing. Promises 
have been made and not 
ful filled which only un- 
derlines the need for even 
more pressure from the in- 
dustry. There tends to be n 
feeling that our problems do 
not have sufficient degree of 
priority related to our in- 
dustries — yet what we are 
lighting for Is the preservation, 
not only uf a way nf life but of 
a natural food resource which 
wc all know will become more 
important, not only l« tho UK 
but tn the world ah a whole. 

FN Your Association is spon- 
soring an International 
Fisheries Conference in Aber- 
deen in September.

THE RANGE of fishing methods 
used by boats selling catches at 
Ayr fish market includes trawl- 
ing for white fish, nephrops and 
queen scallops, dredging for 
scallops, fly-dragging seine net- 
ting for white fish, and mid- 
water trawling for herring and 
white fish. Changing conditions 
and fish movements can mean 
that the fishing effort put into 
tiny one method can vary greatly 
from year to year. 

Early in 1974, for instance, about 
20 boats worked white fish pair 
trnwls but hardly a boat has tried 
the method this year. 

The fishery district of Ayr ex- 
tends from Rosneath Point 
southwards to the Scottish border. 

Fish of various species are landed 
in shout 17 small ports in the dis- 
trict. However, by far the greatest 
nmount of fish is landed at Ayr or is 
sent overland for sale there from 
other ports. A total of Borne 125 
boats are owned in the fishery dis- 
trict. 

The greater number of boats, — 
including many of the larger 
vessels — belong to Ayr and the 
nearby ports of Dunure, Maidens 
and Girvan.

Although the bulk of the 
hake finds its way to the 
English markets, the 
Prestwick firm of G. M. How 
has begun to send whole hake 
in refrigerated trucks to 
Spain. 

A small number of Moray 
Firth seine natters are at- 
tracted to the hake fishing in 
the summer and, also, by the 
cod which is normally heavy 
in February and March. This 
year, however, the season m 
late starting and it was March 
before landings were made in 
any quantity. 

Even when the cod fishing 
did get under way, it was not 
as spectacular as in former 
years, although some boats 
caught as much as GO boxes in 
a couple of days. 

For a few years pair trawl- 
ing for saithe also proved 
quite lucrative for some of the 
boats, but this year the saithe 
has not been sufficiently 
plentiful to make the fishing 
worthwhile. 

There are also about half 
a -dozen local boats working 
seine nets all the year round.

Skipper Milne said that, 
although over the yearB the 
scallops had become scarcer, 
this was compensated for by 
the rise in prices. 

Crews working scallops 
were able to' earn /food wages 
but owing to increased 
operating costs and the ex- 
pense of fishing gear, the 
heat's profit margins were 
getting smaller.

Both these seiners join in 
the summer hake fishing, and 
the crews say that 20 boxeB a 
day is a very good catch. 

Very little else is caught by 
seiners when the hake are 
"in", and catches have been 
better during the last two or 
three years as before that 
there had been quite a shor- 
tage. 

Small catch 

One of the "stranger” boats 
which fishes from Ayr for 
about nine months of the year 
is the 63 ft. wooden Miner 
Seafire, owned by Skipper 
James Main of Nairn. 

Fishing News visited 
Seafire just after she had 
come Into port after fishing in 
a Force 7 to 8. Because of the 
weather she had caught only 
half-a-box of whiting in three 
hauls. 

Skipper Main said he had 
never Known fish to be so 
scarce as this last .winter, but 
ho could not think of a reason 
for the shortage. Fish had

lit ms as well. Most of the 
damage to the hull is around 
the bows, and the flare of 
the hull has made the 
bulwarks particularly 
vulnerable. 

From the evidence of this 
boat GRP stands up well to 
hard fishing use. but there are 
many lessons to he learnt: 

First, GRP is not 
maintenance free as some of 
ihe advertisements would 
have us believe. The un- 
derwater parts still have to be 
painted with anti-fouling and 
painting the Tendering strips 
is almost as much work as 
painting the topsides on a 
wooden boat. A lot of effort is 
saved on the deck and 
superstructure and these 
have survived the ravages of 
fishing use very well. 

Attention 

Second, small defects in 
the hull must he dealt with at 
least on an annual basis and 
mil be left for deleroratinn to 
set in. 

The third lesson is at the 
building stage. Fitting out a 
GRP hull must be done by 
people who understand the 
material. You are unlikely to 
entrust repairs on a wooden 
hull to a yard which builds 
steel hulls, so with GRP you 
must find a yard with ex- 
perience. 

Halmalic recognise this 
problem and, whilst it has n» 
wish i<> specify where n hull 
should he fitted nut, it is con- 
templating offering a full fit- 
ting nut service at its 
Kirkwall factory so that it 
ran set the required stan- 
dards. 

With the rising costs of raw 
mnteria|s, the price advan- 
tage which GRP hulls had is 
being whittled awav. Over a 
long period the maintenance 
costs id GRP will be less, 
provided that the boat has 
been built soundly in the first 
place. 

., ’There is no magic about 
GRP. It is not a new wonder 
material. 

When you swap a wooden 
bunt for a GRP one, you ex- 
change one set of problems 
lor another. But. on balance, 
there will he advantages — 
provided you take the trouble 
lo understand the material.
